The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS 

Cancel Claims 8-12 and 18-20. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is JP 2003290647, which teach a process of producing a 
microcapsule encapsulating electrophoretic particle dispersion by discharging a 
hydrophobic dispersion phase into a hydrophilic fluidizing continuous phase through 
holes formed in a plate contacting the continuous phase and forming a microcapsule 
wall between the dispersion phase and the continuous phase after the dispersion phase 
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is emulsified. However, there is no secondary microchannel and no sterilization and 
polymerization/curing steps. 

None of the prior art was found to teach or sufficiently suggest a process for 
producing colored spherical polymer particles comprises the steps of: 

transferring a colored continuous phase, containing a polymerizable resin 
component and a color dye/pigment insoluble in said continuous phase, into a first 
microchannel; 

successively discharging said colored continuous phase into a spheroidizing 
phase, which is flowing through a second microchannel either continuously or 
intermittently; and 

polymerizing and curing said polymerizable resin component now in said 
spheroidizing phase while successively spheroidizing said discharged colored 
continuous phase in said spheroidizing phase; 

wherein said colored continuous phase and said spheroidizing phase are in a oil- 
in-water or water-in-oil relationship with each other. 

Thus, claims 1-7 and 13-17 are allowed.
